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Tue following Index owes its origin to a desire to render the 
varied and valuable matter contained in the Transactions of the 
Asiatic Society easy of reference to the Compiler. In submit- 
ting it to the Members, he is anxious that nothing more should 
be expected from it than just what it assumes to be—a resumé 
of the several volume indices to the Journal of the Society and 
to the last two volumes of the Asiatic Researches. All attempt 
at systematic classification has been suppressed, and little more. 
has been done than to record, under the usual alphabetical 
arrangement, the subjects, the names of the authors, and the 
local connexion of the articles as they appear in their titles.
